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PREFACE. 


This  Book  of  Worship  is  founded  on  the 
Service  Book  prepared  in  1844  for  the  use  of 
the  Church  of  the  Disciples,  in  Boston.  The 
present  volume,  being  intended  for  wider  use, 
omits  all  that  was  special  to  that  particular 
body.  The  Psalms  are  rearranged;  a  Com- 
munion Service  and  Marriage  Service  are 
added;  and  other  alterations  and  additions 
made,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  increase  its  use- 
fulness. 

The  chief  difficulty  has  been  felt  in  revis- 
ing the  Psalms.  The  common  version,  the 
language  of  which  is  connected  with  such 
sacred  associations,  is  the  basis  of  the  selec- 
tion. But  this  translation,  in  some  places,  is 
confessedly  false,  its  language  in  others  pal- 
pably antiquated  or  unfortunate ;  some  altera-

tions  were  a  matter  of  necessity.  It  cannot 
conduce  to  the  edification  of  Christian  wor- 
shippers to  read,  with  however  much  solemnity, 
"  Moab  is  my  wash-pot;  over  Edom  will  I  cast 
out  my  shoe " ;  —  nor  to  declare  concerning 
our  enemy,  "  Happy  shall  he  be  who  dasheth 
thy  little  ones  against  the  stones."  Parts  must 
be  omitted,  and  of  the  parts  retained  some 
words  must  be  here  and  there  alteried,  to  give 
a  truer  nieaning  and  juster  expression.  In 
such  cases,  I  follow  Notes  and  De  Wette; 
two  as  high  authorities  as  I  could  have  access 
to.  For  any  correction  of  the  sense  they  are 
alone  responsible.  But  I  have  sometimes, 
though  rarely,  adopted  some  different,  but 
synonymous  term,  which  seemed  to  give  a 
better  flow.  The  principle  on  which  I  have 
proceeded  in  such  cases  is  difficult  to  state, 
it  being  mostly  an  affair  of  taste,  in  which, 
after  all  my  care,  I  may  have  erred. 

I  ought  to  say,  for  the  encouragement  of 
those  societies  who  may  think  of  adopting  this 
form,  that  it  was  used  by  the  Church  of  the 
Disciples  for  six  years,  with  growing  satisfac*

lion  and  interest  The  experiment  of  trying 
such  a  service  was  in  our  case  wholly  success- 
ful If  any  one  ever  wished  to  return  to  the 
old  Congregational  form,  I  never  happened  to 
hear  of  it 

If  a  congregation  generally  take  part  in  this 
service;  if  they  connect  it  with  congrega- 
tional singing;  if  the  person  who  conducts 
the  worship  feels  free  to  vary  occasionally  by 
introducing  extempore  prayers,  suited  to  spe- 
cial occasions  and  experiences,  —  the  interest 
of  the  service  will  be  proportionally  increased,

tended  to  be  strictly  adhered  to,  but  may  be  varied, 
by  the  officiating  minister,  in  the  following  ways. 

It  may  be  shortened,  by  omitting  the  first  Hymn, 
or  the  Confession,  or  the  Sentences  following  the 
Lord's  Prayer. 

Instead  of  the  Psalms,  or  in  addition  to  them,  the 
Te  Deum,  the  Selections  from,  the  Prophets,  or 
one  of  the  Litanies,  may  be  used. 

An  Extempore  Prayer  may  be  introduced  before 
tlie  Sermon,  whenever  the  Minister  desires  it. 

Finally;  as  it  is  not  the  object  of  this  Service-Book 
to  establish  an  inflexible  form,  but  rather  to  aflTord 
the  means  of  variety  in  public  worship,  the  Churches 
and  Ministers  can  make  any  other  alterations  from 
this  order  which  they  may  deem  expedient.

MORNING  PRAYER. 


(  To  be  read  by  the  Minister  alone,) 


When  the  wicked  man  turneth  away  from  his 
wickedness  that  he  hath  committed,  and  doeth  that 
which  is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall  save  his  soul 
alive. 

The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple :  let  all  the  earth 
keep  silence  before  him. 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  wor- 
shippers shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in 
truth ;  for  the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship  him. 
God  is  a  spirit,  and  they  who  worship  him  must  wor- 
ship him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

Jesus  said,  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and 
are  heavy-laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.  Take 
my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me,  for  I  am  meek 
and  lowly  of  heart ;  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your 
souls. 

Again  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  two  of  you  shall

agree  on  earth,  as  touching  any  thing  they  shall  ask, 
it  shall  be  done  for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven. 

For  where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in 
my  name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found ;  call  ye 
upon  him  while  he  is  near. 

Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  un- 
righteous man  his  thoughts :  and  let  him  return  uAto 
the  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him ;  and 
to  our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
righteousness :  for  they  shall  be  filled. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart :  for  they  shall  see 
God. 

Likewise  I  say  unto  you.  There  is  joy  in  the 
presence  of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that 
repenteth. 

The  Lord  is  good  unto  them  that  wait  for  him ;  to 
the  soul  that  seeketh  him. 

It  is  good  that  a  man  should  both  hope  and  quietly 
wait  for  the  salvation  of  the  Lord. 

Labor  not  for  the  meat  which  perisheth,  but  for 
that  meat  which  endureth  unto  everlasting  life.

From  the  rising  of  the  sun  unto  the  going  down 
of  the  same,  the  Lord's  name  is  to  be  praised. 

Let  our  prayers  be  set  forth  in  his  sight  as  in- 
cense ;  and  the  lifting  up  of  our  hands  as  an  evening 
sacrifice. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. 

Even  the  youth  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and  the 
young  men  shall  utterly  fall ;  but  they  that  wait  on 
the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength,  they  shall 
mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles,  they  shall  run  and 
not  be  weary,  they  shall  walk  and  not  faint. 

Let  us  search  and  try  our  ways,  and  turn  agam 
to  the  Lord. 

Rend  your  hearts,  and  not  your  garments,  and 
lum  unto  the  Lord  your  God :  for  he  is  gracious 
and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kindness, 
and  repenteth  him  of  the  evil. 

Wherewith  shall  I  come  before  the  Lord,  and  bow

myself  before  the  High  God  ?  He  hath  showed 
thee,-0  man,  what  is  good ;  and  what  doth  the  Lord 
require  of  thee  but  to  do  justly,  and  love  mercy,  and 
walk  humbly  with  thy  God  ? 

If  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  re- 
member that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against  thee, 
leave  there  thy  gift  upon  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way  - 
first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come 
and  offer  thy  gift. 

The  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat .  and  drink,  but 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

Take  heed,  brethren,  lest  there  be  in  any  of  you 
an  evil  heart  of  unbelief  in  departing  from  the  living 
God. 

Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of 
grace,  that  we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to 
help  in  time  of  need. 

Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands  which  hang  down, 
and  the  feeble  knees  ;  following  peace  with  all  men, 
and  holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall  see  the 
Lord. 

And  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers' 
only,  deceiving  your  own  selves. 

O,  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow  down,  and  kneel 
before  the  Lord  our  Maker.  For  he  is  our  God,  and 
we  are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of 
his  hand.

If  we  confess  our  sins,  God  is  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness.

THE  FIRST  SELECTION. 

{Psalms  65  and  96) 

Introduction  of  Public  Worship. 

Praise  waiteth  for  thee,  O  God,  in  Zion:  and 
unto  thee  shall  tlie  vow  be  performed. 

O  Thou  that  hearest  prayer,  unto  thee  shall  all 
flesh  come. 

My  iniquities  are  heavy  upon  me ;  but  thou  wilt 
forgive  our  transgressions. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  choosest,  and 
causest  to  approach  unto  thee,  that  he  may  dwell  in 
thy  courts.  O,  satisfy  us  with  the  goodness  of  thy 
house,  even  of  thy  holy  temple. 

By  wonderful  things  in  righteousness  wjlt  thou 
answer  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation ;  who  art  the  con- 
fidence of  all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  of  them  that 
are  afar  off  upon  the  sea  :    , 
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Who  in  thy  strength  makest  fast  the  mountains 
being  girded  with  power : 

Who  stillest  the  noise  of  the  geas,  the  noise  of 
their  waves,  and  the  tumult  of  the  people. 

They  also  that  dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts  are 
awed  by  thy  wonders :  thou  makest  the  regions  of 
the  morning  and  evening  to  rejoice. 

Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  waterest  it :  thou 
greatly  enrichest  it  with  the  river  of  God,  which  is 
full  of  water :  thou  preparest  corn,  when  thou  hast 
so  provided  for  it. 

Thou  waterest  the  ridges  thereof  abundantly  : 
thou  settlest  the  furrows  thereof:  thou  makest  it 
soft  with  showers :  thou  blessest  the  springing 
thereof. 

Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy  goodness  ;  and 
thy  paths  drop  fatness. 

They  drop  upon  the  pastures  of  the  wilderness : 
and  the  little  hills  rejoice  on  every  side. 

The  pastures  are  clothed  with  flocks ;  the  valleys 
also  are  covered  with  com :  they  shout  for  joy ; 
they  also  sing. 


O,  SING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song  :  sing  unto  the 
Lord,  all  the  earth. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless  his  name  :  show  forth 
his  salvation  from  day  to  day. 

Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen,  his  wonders 
among  all  people. 
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For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  : 
he  is  to  be  feared  above  all  gods. 

For  all  the  gods  of  the  nations  are  idols:  but  the 
Lord  made  the  heavens. 

Honor  and  majesty  are  before  him ;  strength  and 
beauty  are  in  his  sanctuary. 

Give  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  kindreds  of  the  people, 
give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and  strength. 

Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  name  : 
bring  an  offering,  and  come  into  his  courts. 

O,  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness": 
fear  before  him,  all  the  earth. 

Say  among  the  heathen  that  the  Lord  reigneth  : 
the  world  shall  stand  firm,  it  shall  not  be  moved  : 
he  shall  judge  the  people  righteously. 

Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let  the  earth  be  glad ; 
let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof. 

Let  the  field  be  joyful,  and  all  that  is  therein : 
then  shall  all  the  trees  of  the  wood  rejoice, 

Before  the  Lord  ;  for  he  cometh,  for  he  cometh  to 
judge  the  earth  :  he  shall  judge  the  world  with  right- 
eousness, and  the  people  with  his  truth. 

Now  unto  the  King  eternal,  immortal,  and  invisi-

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THE  SECOND   SELECTION. 

(Psalms  84  and  27.) 

Introduction  of  Public  Worship. 

How  lovely  are  thy  dwellings,  O  Lord  of  hosts ! 

My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  fainteth,  for  the  courts 
of  the  Lord :  my  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth  out  for 
the  living  God. 

■  Even  the  sparrow  hath  found  an  house,  and  the 
swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her 
young,  by  thine  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my  King, 
and  my  God. 

Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house  :  they 
are  still  praising  thee. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  thee  :  in 
whose  heart  are  thy  ways. 

Passing  through  the  valley  of  sorrow  they  make 
it  full  of  fountains,  and  the  latter  rain  covers  it  with 
blessings. 

They  go  from  strength  to  strength,  till  all  of  them 
in  Zion  appear  before  God. 

O  Lord  God  of  hosts,-  hear  my  prayer :  give  ear, 

0  God  of  Jacob. 

Behold,  O  God  our  shield,  and  look  upon  the  face 
of  thine  anointed. 

For  a  day  in  thy  courts  is  better  than  a  thousand. 

1  had  rather  be  a  door-keeper  in  the  house  of  my 
God,  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of  wickedness. 
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For  the  Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  shield  :  the  Lord 
will  give  grace  and  glory ;  no  good  thing  will  he 
withhold  from  them  that  walk  uprightly. 

O  Lord  of  hosts,  blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth 
in  thee. 


The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation ;  whom 
shall  1  fear  ?  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life  :  of 
whom  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 

One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  will  I 
seek  after;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of 
the  Lord,  and  to  inquire  in  his  temple. 
.  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me  in  his 
pavilion  :  in  the  secret  place  of  his  tabernacle  shall 
he  hide  me ;  he  shall  set  me  upon  a  rock. 

Therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  tabernacle  sacrifices 
of  joy  ;  I. will  sing,  yea,  I  will  sing  praises  unto  the 
Lord. 

Hear,  O  Lord,  when  I  cry  with  my  voice  :  have 
mercy  also  upon  me,  and  answer  me. 

When  thou  saidsf.  Seek  ye  my  face ;  my  heart 
said  unto  thee.  Thy  face,  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

Hide  not  thy  face  far  from  me,  put  not  thy  ser- 
vant away  in  anger  :  thou  hast  been  my  help  ;  leave 
me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me,  then 
the  Lord  will  take  me  up. 

Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord,  and  lead  me  in  a 
plain  path. 
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I  had  fainted,  unless  1  had  believed  to  see  tiie 
goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

Wait  on  the  Lord  :  be  of  good  courage,  and  he 
rfiall  strengthen  thine  heart ;  wait,  I  say,  on  the 
Lord.

(Pscdms  42,  92,  125,  and  43.) 

Public  Worship. 

As  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water-brooks,  so 
panteth  my  soul  after  thee,  O  God. 

My  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  livmg  Grod: 
when  shall  I  come  and  appear  before  God  ? 

When  I  remember  these  things,  I  pour  out  my 
soul  in  me  :  for  I  have  gone  with  the  multitude,  I 
went  with  them  to  the  house  of  God,  with  the  voice 
of  joy  and  praise,  with  a  multitude  that  kept  holy- 
day. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul  ?  and  why 
art  thou  disquieted  in  me  ?  hope  thou  in  God  :  for  I 
«hall  yet  praise  him ;  him,  my  deliverer  and  my  Grod. 

Deep  calleth  unto  deep  with  the  roar  of  thy  cata- 
racts :  all  thy  waves  and  thy  billows  have  gone  ovei 
me. 
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Yet  tfie  Lord  will  command  his  loving-kindness  in 
the  da3rtime,  and  m  the  night  his  song  shall  be  with 
me,  and  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul  ?  and  why 
art  thou  disquieted  within  me  ?  hope  thou  in  God 
for  I  shall  yet  praise  him ;  him,  my  deliverer  and 
my  God.  % 


It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord, 
and  to  sing  praises  unto  thy  name,  O  Most  High. 

To  show  forth  thy  loving-kindness  in  the  morning, 
and  thy  faithfulness  every  night.

THE  FIRST   SELECTION. 

Heaa,  O  heavens,  and  give  ear,  O  earth  :  for  the 
Lord  hath  spoken,  I  have  nourished  and  brought  up 
children,  and  they  have  rebelled  against  me. 

To  what  puq>ose  is  the  multitude  of  your  sacri- 
fices unto  me  ?  saith  the  Lord :  I  am  full  of  the 
bumt-ofierings  of  rams,  and  the  fat  of  fed  beasts ; 
and  I  delight  not  in  the  blood  of  bullocks,  or  of 
lambs,  or  of  he-goats. 

When  ye  come  to  appear  before  me,  who  hath  re- 
quired this  at  your  hand,  to  tread  my  courts  ? 

Bring  no  more  vain  oblations :  incense  is  an  abom- 
ination unto  me ;  the  new  moons  and  sabbaths,  the 
calling  of  assemblies,  I  cannot  away  with ;  it  is  in- 
iquity, even  the  solemn  meeting. 

Your  new  moons  and  your  appointed  feasts  my 
soul  hateth :  they  are  a  trouble  unto  me  ;  I  am  wea* 
ry  to  bear  them.

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Wash  you,  make  you  clean :  put  away  the  evil  of 
your  doings  from  before  mine  eyes ;  cease  to  do  evil : 

Learn  to  do  well ;  seek  judgment,  relieve  the  op- 
pressed, judge  the  fatheriess,  plead  for  the  widow. 

Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith  the 
Lord  :  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be 
as  white  as  snow  ;  though  they  be  red  like  crimson, 
they  shall  be  as  wool. 

If  ye  be  willing  and  obedient,  ye  shall  eat  the  good 
of  the  land  :  but  if  ye  refuse  and  rebel,  ye  shall  be 
devoured  with  the  sword :  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord 
hath  spoken  it. 

Enter  into  the  rock,  and  hide  thee  in  the  dust,  for 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  for  the  glory  of  his  majesty. 
.    The  lofty  looks  of  man  shall  be  humbled  and  the 
haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  bowed  down,  and  the 
Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that  day. 

For  the  day  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  be  upon 
every  one  that  is  proud  and  lofly,  and  upon  every 
one  that  is  lifted  up ;  and  he  shall  be  brought  low : 

And  the  loftiness  of  man  shall  be  bowed  down,  and 
the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  made  low :  and  the 
Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that  day. 

And  they  shall  go  into  the  holes  of  the  rocks,  and 
into  the  caves  of  the  earth,  for  fear  of  the  Lord,  and 
for  the  glory  of  his  majesty,  when  he  ariseth  to  shake 
terribly  the  earth. 

In  that  day  a  man  shall  cast  his  idols  of  silver,  and 
his  idols  of  gold,  which  he  hath  made  fcHr  himself  t» 
worship,  to  the  moles  and  to  the  bats ; 
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To  go  into  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  and  into  the 
tops  of  the  ragged  rocks,  for  fear  of  the  Lord,  and 
for  the  glory  of  his  majesty,  when  he  ariseth  to  shake 
terriWy  the  earth. 


THE   SECOND   SELECTION. 

The  Lord  standeth  up  to  plead,  and  standeth  to 
judge  the  people. 

The  Lord  will  enter  into  judgment  with  the  elders 
of  his  people,  and  the  chief  men  thereof:  for  ye 
have  eaten  up  the  vinejrard ;  the  spoil  of  the  poor  is 
in  your  houses. 

What  mean  ye  that  ye  beat  my  people  to  pieces, 
and  grind  the  faces  of  the  poor  ?  saith  the  Lord  God 
of  hosts. 

Woe  unto  them  that  join  house  to  house,  that  lay 
field  to  field,  till  there  be  no  place,  that  they  may  be 
placed  alone  in  the  midst  of  the  earth ! 

Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning 
that  they  may  follow  strong  drink ;  that  continue  un- 
til night,  till  wine  inflame  them  ! 

And  the  harp,  and  the  viol,  the  tabret,  and  pipe, 
and  wine,  are  in  their  feasts:  but  they  regard  not 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  neither  consider  the  operation 
of  his  hands. 

TtierefMe  bell  hath  enlarged  herself,  and  opened 
her  mouth  without  measure:  and  their  glory,  and 
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their  multitude,  and  their  pomp,  and  he  that  rejoic 
eth,  shall  descend  into  it 

And  the  mean  man  shall  be  brought  down,  and 
the  mighty  man  shall  be  humbled,  and  the  eyes  of 
the  lofty  shall  be  humbled  : 

But  the  Lord  of  hosts  shall  be  exalted  in  judg- 
ment, and  Grod  that  is  holy  shall  be  sanctified  in 
righteousness. 

Woe  unto  them  that  draw  iniquity  with  cords,  and 
sin  as  it  were  with  a  cart-rope  : 

Woe  unto  them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil : 
that  put  darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness ; 
that  put  bitter  for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter  I 

Woe  unto  them  that  are  wise  in  their  own  eyes, 
and  prudent  in  their  own  sight !  Which  justify  the 
wicked  for  reward,  and  take  away  the  righteousness 
of  the  righteous  from  him  ! 

Therefore  as  the  fire  devoureth  the  stubble,  and 
the  flame  consumeth  the  chaff,  so  tlieir  root  shall  be 
as  rottenness,  and  their  blossom  shall  go  up  as  dust : 
because  they  have  cast  away  the  law  of  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  and  despised  the  word  of  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel. 

O  Lord,  the  great  and  dreadful  Grod,  keeping  the 
covenant  and  mercy  to  them  that  love  him,  and  to. 
them  that  keep  his  commandments  ; 

We  have  sinned,  and  have  committed  Iniquity, 
and  have  done  wickedly,  and  have  rebelled,  even 
by  departing  from  thy  precepts  and  from  thy  judg 
ments : 
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Neither  have  we  hearkened  unto  thy  servants 
which  spake  in  thy  name  to  us. 

O  Lord,  righteousness  belongeth  unto  thee,  but 
unto  us  confusion  of  face  as  at  this  day ; 

O  Lord,  to  us  belongeth  confusion  of  face,  because 
we  have  sinned  against  thee. 

Now  tlierefore,  O  our  God,  hear  the  prayer  of  thy 
servants  and  their  supplications,  and  cause  thy  face 
to  ^ine  upon  thy  sanctuary  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear ;  open  thine 
eyes,  and  behokl :  for  we  do  not  present  our  suppli- 
cations before  thee  for  our  righteousness,  but  for  thy 
great  mercies. 

O  Lord,  hear ;  O  Lord,  forgive ;  O  Lord,  heark- 
en and  do :  defer  not,  for  thine  own  sake,  O  our 
God.

O  LoED,  I  will  praise  thee:  though  thou  wast 
angry  with  me,  thine  anger  is  turned  away,  and  thou 
comfortest  me. 

Behold,  €rod  is  my  salvation ;  I  will  trust,  and  not 
be  afraid :  for  the  Lord  is  my  strength  and  my  song ; 
he  also  is  become  my  salvation. 

Therefore  with  joy  shall  ye  draw  water  out  of  the 
weHs  of  salvation. 

Praise  the  Lord,  call  upon  his  name,  declare,  hk 
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doings  among  the  people,  make  mention  that  his 
name  is  exalted. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord  ;  for  he  hath  done  excellent 
things  :  this  is  known  in  all  the  earth. 

Cry  out  and  shout,  thou  inhabitant  of  Zion ;  for 
great  is  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee. 

We  have  a  strong  city  ;  salvation  will  God  appoint 
for  walls  and  bulwarks. 

Open  ye  the  gates,  that  the  righteous  nation  which 
keepeth  the  truth  may  enter  in. 

Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose  mind 
is  stayed  on  thee :  because  he  trusteth  in  thee. 

Trust  ye  in  the  Lord  for  ever :  for  in  the  Lord  is 
everlasting  strength : 

The  way  of  the  just  is  uprightness :  thou,  most 
upright,  dost  weigh  the  path  of  the  just. 

Yea,  in  the  way  of  thy  judgments,  O  Lord,  have 
we  waited  for  thee ;  the  desire  of  our  soul  is  to  thy 
name,  and  to  the  remembrance  of  thee. 

With  my  soul  have  I  desired  thee  in  the  night ; 
yea,  with  my  spirit  within  me  will  I  seek  thee  early  : 
for  when  thy  judgments  are  in  the  earUi,  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  world  will  learn  righteousness. 

Lord,  thou  wilt  ordain  peace  for  us  :  for  thou  also 
hast  wrou^t  all  our  works  in  us. 

O  Lord  our  God,  other  lords  besides  thee  have  had 
dominion  over  us ;  but  by  thee  only  will  we  make 
mention  of  thy  name. 

O  Lord,  I  know  that  the  way  of  man  is  notin  him« 
•elf:  it  is  not  in  man  that  walketh  to  direct  his  steps 
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O  Lord,  correct  me,  but  with  judgment ;  not  in 
thine  anger,  lest  thou  oring  me  to  nothing. 

To  the  Lord  our  Grod  belong  mercies  and  forgive 
nesses,  though  we  have  rebelled  against  him ;  nei- 
ther have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our  God, 
to  walk  in  his  laws,  which  he  set  before  us  by  his 
servants,  the  prophets. 
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CoBCB  near,  ye  nations,  to  hear ;  and  hearken,  ye 
people ;  let  the  earth  hear,  and  all  that  is  therein ; 
the  world,  and  all  things  that  come  forth  of  it. 

For  the  Lord  is  our  judge,  the  Lord  is  our  law- 
giver, the  Lord  is  our  King ;  he  will  save  us. 

O  Lord  of  hosts,  God  of  Israel,  that  dwellest  be- 
tween the  cherubims,  thou  art  the  God,  even  thou 
alone,  of  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth ;  thou  hast 
made  heaven  and  earth. 

Incline  thine  ear,  O  Lord,  and  hear ;  open  thine 
eyes,  O  Lord,  and  see  :  and  hear  all  our  words. 

O  Lord,  thou  art  my  God  ;  I  will  exalt  thee,  I  will 
praise  thy  name  ;  for  thou  heist  done  wonderful  things ; 
thy  counsels  of  old  are  faithfulness  and  truth. 

For  thou  hast  been  a  strength  to  the  poor,  a 
strength  to  the  needy  in  his  distress,  a  refuge  from 
the  storm,  a  shadow  from  the  heat,  and  thou  wilt 
tidce  away  the  covering  cast  over  all  pe<^le,  and  the 
veil  that  is  spread  over  all  nations. 
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Tboa  wOt  swallow  op  death  in  vicloiy ;  and  the 
Lord  God  will  wipe  away  teais  from  off  all  fiices 
and  the  leboke  of  his  people  shall   he  take  awaj 
from  off  all  the  earth :  for  the  Lend  hath  spoken  it. 

Thoa  dialt  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  and  shalt  glory  in 
the  Holy  One  of  IsraeL 

When  the  poor  and  needy  seek  water,  and  there 
is  mme,  and  their  tongue  faileth  for  thirst,  I  the  Lord 
will  hear  them,  I  the  God  of  Israel  will  not  forsake 
them. 

I  will  open  rivers  in  high  places,  and  fountains  in 
the  midst  of  the  valleys :  I  will  make  the  wilderness 
a  pool  of  water,  and  the  dry  land  springs  of  water. 

That  they  may  see,  and  know,  and  consider,  and 
understand  together,  that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  hath 
done  this,  and  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  hath  cre- 
ated it 

And  I  will  bring  the  blind  by  a  way  that  they  knew 
not ;  I  will  lead  them  in  paths  that  they  have  not 
known  :  1  will  make  darkness  light  before  them,  and 
crooked  things  straight. 

These  things  will  I  do  unto  them,  and  not  forsake 
them. 

This  is  the  purpose  that  is  purposed  upon  the  whole 
earth :  and  this  is  the  hand  that  is  stretched  out  upon 
all  the  nations. 

For  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  purposed,  and  who  shall 
disannul  it  ?  and  his  hand  is  stretched  out,  and  who 
shall  turn  it  back  ? 

For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Grod,  the  Holy  One  of  Is- 
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reel :  In  returning  and  rest  ^lall  ye  be  saved ;  in 
quietness  and  in  confidence  shall  be  your  strength : 

Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will 
*make  a  new  covenant  with  you  :  And  this  shall  be 
the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  you  ; 

I  will  put  my  kiw  in  your  inward  parts,  and  write 
it  in  your  hearts ;  and  will  be  your  God,  and  you  shall 
be  my  people. 

And  you  shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neigh- 
bor, and  every  man  his  brother,  saying,  Know  the 
Lord :  for  you  shall  all  know  me,  from  the  least  of 
you  unto  the  greatest  of  you,  saith  the  Lord  :  for  I 
will  forgive  your  iniquity,  and  I  will  remember  your 
m  no  more. 


THE  FIFTH  SELECTION. 

Lit  every  one  that  thirsteth  come  to  the  waters, 
and  let  him  that  hath  no  money  come,  buy  and  eat ; 
yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money  and 
without  price. 

Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is 
not  bread  ?  and  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth 
not  ?  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that 
which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  good- 
ness. 

Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me :  hear,  and 
your  soul  shall  live  :  and  I  will  make  an  everlasting 
covenant  with  you. 
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Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye 
upon  him  while  he  is  near : 

Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous 
man  his  thoughts :  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,* 
and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him  ;  and  to  our  God, 
for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 

For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts,  neither 
are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Lord. 

For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so 
are  my  ways  higher  than  your  ways,  and  fay  thoughts 
than  your  thoughts. 

For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from 
heaven,  and  retumeth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the 
earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may 
give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater : 

So  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my 
mouth  :  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall 
accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper 
in  the  thing  whereto  I  sent  it. 

Am  I  a  God  at  hand,  saith  the  Lord,  and  not  a 
God  afar  off? 

Can  any  hide  himself  in  secret  places  that  I  shall 
not  see  him,  saith  the  Lord.  Do  not  I  fill  heaven  and 
earth  ?  saith  the  Lord. 

Give  glory  to  the  Lord  your  God,  before  he  cause 
darkness,  and  before  your  feet  stumble  upon  the 
dark  mountains,  and,  while  ye  look  for  light,  he  turn 
it  into  the  shadow  of  death. 
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*  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song,  and  his  praise 
from  the  end  of  the  earth,  ye  that  go  down  to  the 
sea,  and  all  that  is  therein  ;  the  isles,  and  the  inhab- 
itants thereof 

Let  the  wilderness  and  the  cities  thereof  lift  up 
their  voice,  let  the  inhabitants  of  the  rock  sing,  let 
them  shout  from  the  top  of  the  mountains. 

Let  them  give  glory  unto  the  Lord,  and  declare 
his  praise  in  the  islands. 

I  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is  none  else,  tl^ie  is  no 
Grod  besides  me :  I  have  strengthened  thee,  though 
thou  hast  not  known  me.  Let  them  know  from  the 
rising  of  the  sun,  and  from  the  west,  that  there  is 
none  besides  me. 

I  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is  none  else.  I  form  the 
light,  and  create  darkness  :  I  make  peace,  and  create 
evil :  I  the  Lord  do  all  these  things. 

Drop  down,  ye  heavens,  from  above,  and  let  the 
skies  pour  down  righteousness :  let  the  earth  open, 
and  let  them  bring  forth  salvation,  and  let  righteous- 
ness spring  up  together ;  I  the  Lord  have  created  it. 

Remember  the  former  things  of  old :  for  I  am 
Grod,  and  there  is  none  else  ;  I  am  God,  and  there  is 
none  like  me. 

Declaring  the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  from 
ancient  times  the  things  that  are  not  yet  done  ;  saying, 
My  coimsel  shall  stand,  and  I  will  do  all  my  pleasure. 
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And  I  have  put  my  words  in  thy  mouth,  and  hav* 
covered  thee  in  the  shadow  of  my  hand. 

I  have  blotted  out,  as  a  thick  cloud,  thy  transgres* 
sions,  and,  as  a  cloud,  thy  sins :  return  unto  me ;  for 
I  have  redeemed  thee. 

Sing,  O  ye  heavens ;  for  the  Lord  hath  done  it ' 
shout,  ye  lower  parts  of  the  earth :  break  forth  into 
singing,  ye  mountains,  O  forest,  and  every  tree 
therein :  for  the  Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob,  and  glo* 
rified  himself  in  Israel. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  thy  Redeemer,  and  he  that 
formed  thee,  I  am  the  Lord  that  maketh  all  things ; 
that  stretcheth  forth  the  heavens  alone  ;  that  spread- 
eth  abroad  the  earth  by  myself. 

I,  even  I,  am  he  that  blotteth.  out  thy  transgres* 
sions  for  mine  own  sake,  and  will  not  remember  thy 
sins. 

My  righteousness  is  near;  my  salvation  is  gone 
forth,  and  mine  arms  shall  judge  the  people ;  the 
isles  shall  wait  upon  me,  and  on  mine  arms  shall 
they  trust 

Lift  up  your  eyes  to  the  heavens,  and  look  upon 
the  ear^  beneath:  for  the  heavens  shall  vanish 
away  like  smoke,  and  the  earth  shall  wax  old  like 
a  garment,  and  they  that  dwell  therein  shall  die  m 
like  manner:  but  my  salvation  shall  be  for  ever 
and  my  righteousness  shall  not  be  abolished. 

Hearken  unto  me,  ye  that  know  righteousness,  the 
people  in  whose  heart  is  my  law ;  fe^  ye  not  the  re* 
proach  of  men,  neither  be  ye  afraid  of  their  reviling^ 
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For  the  moth  dudl  eat  diem  up  like  a  gannent, 
and  the  wonn  shall  eat  them  like  wool:  but  my 
righteousness  shall  be  for  oyer,  and  my  salvi^on 
from  geoeration  to  gMieiation. 

Sing,  O  heayens;  and  be  joyful^  O  earth;  and 
break  forth  into  singing,  O  mountains :  for  the  Lord 
hath  comforted  his  pec^ple,  and  will  haye  mercy 
upon  his  afflicted. 

But  we  said,  The  Lord  hath  forsaken  as,  and  my 
Lord  hath  forgotten  us. 

Can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child,  that  she 
dioald  not  haye  compassion  on  her  own  son  ?  yea, 
die  may  forget,  jret  will  I  not  forget  thee. 
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Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion ;  put 
on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O  Jerusalem,  the  holy 
city. 

Awake,  awake,  put  on  strengdi,  O  arm  of  the 
Lord  ;  awake,  as  in  the  ancient  days,  in  the  genera* 
tions  of  old. 

O  Lord,  be  gracious  unto  us ;  we  haye  waited  for 
thee :  be  thou  our  arm  eyery  morning,  our  salvation 
also  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

Look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold  from  the 
habitation  of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy  glory. 

Doubtless  thou  art  our  Father,  though  Alnraham

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be  ignorant  of  us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not 
thou,  O  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer;  thy 
name  is  from  everlasting. 

Behold,  the  Lord's  hand  is  not  shortened,  that  it 
cannot  save ;  neither  his  ear  heavy,  that  it  cannot 
hear; 

But  our  iniquities  have  separated  between  us  and 
our  God,  and  our  sins  have  hid  his  face  from  us, 
that  he  will  not  hear. 

For  our  transgressions  are  multiplied  before  thee, 
and  our  sins  testify  against  us :  for  our  tranisgres- 
sions  are  with  us ;  and  as  for  our  iniquities  we  know 
them; 

In  transgressing  against  the  Lord,  and  departing 
away  from  our  Grod,  speaking  oppression  and  revolt, 
conceiving  and  uttering  from  the  heart  words  of 
falsehood. 

But  now,  O  Lord,  tiiou  art  our  Father,  we  are  the 
clay,  and  thou  our  potter ;  and  we  are  all  the  work 
of  thy  hand. 

Be  not  wroth  very  sore,  O  Lord,  neither  remem- 
ber iniquity  for  ever :  behold,  see,  we  beseech  thee, 
we  are  all  thy  people. 

I  will  mention  the  loving-kindness  of  the  Lord 
and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  according  to  all  that  the 
Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  according  to  his  mercies 
and  according  to  the  multitude  of  his  loving-kind- 


Thus  saith  the  Lord,  The  heaven  is  my  throne 
and  the  earth  is  my  footstool :  where  is  the  house 
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that  ye  build  unto  me  ?  and  where  is  the  place  of 
my  rest. 

For  all  those  things  hath  my  hand  made,  but  U> 
this  man  will  I  look,  even  to  him  that  is  poor  and  of 
a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my  word. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  before  they  call,  1 
will  answer ;  imd  while  they  are  yet  speaking,  I  will 
hear. 

They  shall  not  hunger  nor  thirst,  neither  shall  the 
heat  nor  sun  smite  them  :  for  he  that  hath  mercy  on 
them  shall  lead  them,  even  by  the  springs  of  water 
diall  he  guide  them. 

Therefore  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  shall  rptum, 
and  come  with  singing  unto  Zion;  and  everlasting 
joy  shall  be  upon  their  head :  they  shall  obtain  glad- 
nessi  and  joy ;  and  sorrow  and  mourning  shall  flee 
away. 
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Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the 
Lord  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will 
walk  in  his  paths. 

He  shall  judge  among  the  nations,  and  govern  the 
people ;  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  plough- 
shares, and  their  spears  into  pruning-hooks. 

Nation  shall  not  lift  up  the  sword  against  nation, 
neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more. 
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O  my  people,  come,  and  let  us  walk  in  the  light 
of  the  Lord; 

Until  the  spirit  be  poured  upon  us  from  on  high, 
and  the  wilderness  be  a  fruitful  field,  and  the  fruitful 
field  be  counted  for  a  forest 

Then  judgment  shall  dwell  m  the  wilderness,  and 
righteousness  remain  in  the  fruitful  field. 

And  the  work  of  righteousness  shall  be  peace; 
and  the  effect  of  righteousness,  quietness  and  as- 
surance for  ever. 

And  my  people  shall  dwell  in  a  peaceable  habita- 
tion, and  in  sure  dwellings,  and  in  quiet  resting-places. 

Th^y  also  that  erred  in  spirit  shall  come  to  under- 
standing, and  they  that  murmured  shall  learn  doctrine* 

Moreover,  the  light  of  the  moon  shall  be  as  the 
light  of  the  sun,  and  the  light  of  the  sun  shall  be 
sevenfold,  as  die  light  of  seven  days. 

Ye  shall  have  a  song,  as  in  the  night  when  a  holy 
solemnity  is  kept ;  and  gladness  of  heart,,  as  when 
one  goeth  into  the  mountain  of  the  Lord  to  the 
Mighty  One  of  Israel. 

And  therefore  will  the  Lord  wait,  that  he  may  be 
gracious  unto  you,  and  therefore*  will  he  be  exalted, 
that  he  may  have  mercy  upon  you :  for  the  Lord  is 
a  God  of  judgment :  blessed  are  all  they  that  wait 
for  him. 

For  the  people  shall  dwell  in  Zion:  thou  shalt 
weep  no  more :  he  will  be  very  gracious  unto  thee 
at  the  voice  of  thy  cry ;  when  he  shall  hear  it,  he 
will  answer  thee. 
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The  people  that  walked  in  daikness  have  seen  a 
great  light :  they  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow 
of  death,  upon  them  hath  the  light  shined. 

For  uDto  us  a  child  is  bom,  unto  us  a  son  is  given : 
and  the  government  shall  be  upon  his  shoulder:  and 
his  name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The 
mighty  Grod,  The  everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of 
Peace. 

Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and  peace 
there  shall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  Dawd,  and 
upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it,  and  to  establish  it  with 
judgment  and  with  justice  from  henceforth  even  for 
ever. 

And  the  spirit  of  the  Liord  shall  rest  upon  him,  the 
spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  the  spirit  of 
counsel  and  might,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and  of  the 
fear  of  the  Lord ; 

And  shall  make  him  of  quick  understanding  in 
the  fear  of  the  Lord :  and  he  shall  not  judge  afler 
the  sight  of  his  eyes,  neither  reprove  after  the  hear- 
ing of  his  ears. 

But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  poor,  and 
reprove  with  equity  for  the  meekpf  the  earth :  and  he 
shall  smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mouth,  and 
with  the  breath  of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked. 

And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins, 
and  faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  rems. 
10  • 
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The  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the  lamb,  and  th*5 
leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  kid  ;  and  the  calf, 
and  the  young  lion,  and  the  fatling,  together ;  and  a 
little  child  shall  lead  them. 

And  the  cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed;  their 
yoimg  ones  shall  lie  down  together:  and  the  lion 
shall  eat  straw  like  the  ox. 

And  the  sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  of 
the  a3p,  and  the  weaned  child  shall  put  his  hand  on 
the  cockatrice's  den. 

They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy 
mountain :  for  the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

The  wilderness  and  the  solitary  place  shall  be 
glad  for  them;  and  the  desert  shall  rejoice,  and 
blossom  as  the  rose. 

It  shall  blossom  abundantly,  and  rejoice,  even  with 
joy  and  singing :  the  glory  of  Lebanon  shall  be  given 
unto  it,  the  excellency  of  Carmel  and  Sharon :  they 
shall  see  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  and  the  excellency 
of  our  Grod. 

Strengthen  ye  the  weak  hands,  and  confirm  the 
feeble  knees. 

Say  to  them  that  are  of  a  fearful  heart,  Be  strong, 
fear  not :  behold,  your  God  will  come  with  power, 
even  God  with  a  recompense ;  he  will  come  and 
save  you. 

Then  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  be  opened,  and 
the  ears  of  the  deaf  shall  be  unstq>ped. 

Then  shall  the  lame  man  leap  as  a  hart,  and  the 
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tongue  of  the  dumb  sing  :  for  in  the  wilderness  shall 
waters  break  out,  and  streams  in  the  desert 

And  the  parched  ground  shall  become  a  pool,  and 
the  thirsty  land  springs  of  water : 

And  a  highway  shall  be  there,  and  a  way,  and  it 
shall  be  called,  The  way  of  holiness :  the  wayfaring 
men,  though  fools,  shall  not  err  therein. 

No  lion  shall  be  there,  nor  any  ravenous  beast 
shall  go  up  thereon,  it  shall  not  be  found  there  ;  but 
the  redeemed  shall  walk  there : 

And  the  ransomed  of  the  Lord  shall  return,  and 
come  to  Zion  with  songs  and  everlasting  joy  upon 
their  heads :  they  shall  obtain  joy  and  gladness,  and 
sorrow  and  sighing  shall  flee  away. 


THE  TENTH  SELECTION. 

Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith  your 
God. 

Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  straight  in 
the  desert  a  highway  for  our  Grod. 

Every  valley  shall  be  exahed,  and  every  mountain 
and  hill  shall  be  made  low :  and  the  crooked  shall 
be  made  straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain  : 

And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and 
all  flesh  shall  see  it  together :  for  \he  mouth  of  the 
Lord  hath  spoken  it 

The  voice  said.  Cry.  And  he  said,  What  shall  I 
cry? 
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All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is 
as  the  flower  of  the  field : 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth,  when  the 
breath  of  the  Lord  bloweth  over  it. 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth :  but  the 
word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for  ever. 

Who  hath  measured  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of 
his  hand,  and  meted  out  heaven  with  the  span,  and 
comprehended  the  dust  of  the  earth  in  a  measure, 
and  weighed  the  mountains  in  scales,  and  the  hills  m 
a  balance  ? 

Who  hath  directed  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  or  being 
his  counsellor  hath  taught  him  ? 

With  whom  took  he  counsel,  and  who  instructed 
him,  and  taught  him  in  the  path  of  judgment,  and 
taught  him  knowledge,  and  showed  to  him  the  way 
of  understanding  ? 

Behold,  the  nations  are  as  a  drop  of  a  bucket,  and 
are  counted  as  the  small  dust  of  the  balance :  be- 
hold, the  isles  are  like  flying  stubble. 

All  nations  before  him  are  as  nothing ;  and  they 
are  counted  to  him  less  than  nothing,  and  vanity.

He  giveth  power  to  the  faint;  and  to  the  feeble 
abundant  strength.

Cfrant  these  our  prayers^  Heavenly  Father^  we  be* 
seech  thee^  for  thine  infinite  mercies'^  sake^  in  JesuM 
Christ.

And  we  engage  to 
unite  with  you  in  the  diligent  use  of  all  Christian  or- 
dinances, and  to  yield  obedience  to  all  truth  which 
shall  be  made  known  to  us  as  our  duty,  the  Lord  as- 
sisting us  by  his  spirit  and  grace.  And  may  God 
our  Father  grant  that  this  union,  formed  on  earth, 
may  be  continued  in  heaven,  and  fit  us  for  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  saints  in  light.     Amen.

MATEIMONY. 


When  the  parties  to  be  married  and  their  Jriends 
are  assembled^  the  Minister  shall  say^  — 

My  friends,  —  We  are  met  together,  in  the  sight 
of  God  and  of  these  brethren,  to  join  this  man  and 
this  woman  in  marriage,  —  which  is  a  union  appoint- 
ed by  God  when  he  created  man  male  and  female, 
saying,  It  is  not  good  for  the  man  to  be  alone ;  laying 
its  foundation  deep  in  mutual  adaptations  of  mind, 
heart,  and  character.  It  is  a  union  hallowed  by 
Jesus,  not  only  by  his  presence  and  first  miracle  at 
Cana,  but  also  by  the  constant  influence  of  hrs  re- 
ligion, which  purifles,  elevates,  and  increases  all  its 
joys. 

And  therefore,  since  the  Gospel  makes  the  earthly 
union  the  means  of  a  heavenly  one,  since  it  changes 
the  water  of  life  into  wine,  and  makes  the  temporal 
tie  the  means  of  an  eternal  growth,  progress,  and  joy, 
let  us  pray  together  for  these  our  friends,  asking  that 
Christ  may  again  be  present  as  a  guest  at  this  mar- 
riage, and  that  they  may  be  made  by  him  meet  help- 
ers to  each  other  in  all  things. 
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The  Minister  may  then  pray ;  and  afterwards  he 
shall  cause  the  man  to  take  the  right  hand  of  the 
woman  in  his  own  right  hand.  Then  shall  the  Min- 
ister say  to  the  man^  — 

Wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded  wife, 
to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  estate  of 
matrimony  ?

The  man  shall  answer^  — 

I  will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  woman^  — 

Wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  be  thy  wedded  husband, 
to  live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  estate  of 
matrimony  ?  Wilt  thou  love  him,  comfort  him,  honor 
and  keep  him,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  in  sorrow 
and  in  joy ;  and,  forsaking  all  others,  keep'  thee  only 
imto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live  ? 

The  woman  shall  answer^  — 

I  wiU. 

The  Minister  shall  then  offer  a  prayer^  and  after- 
ward say^  — ^ 

Forasmuch  as and have  consented 

together  in  marriage,  and  have  witnessed  the  same 
before  God  and  this  company,  declaring  their  pur- 
pose by  jommg  of  hands,  —  I  pronounce  them  to  be 
man  and  wife ;  and  whom  God  hath  joined  together, 
let  no  man  put  asunder.

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He  shall  then  add  this  blessing :  — 

And  now  may  the  Lord  God  Almighty  bless,  pre- 
serve, and  keep  you.  The  Lord  mercifully  with  his 
favor  look  upon  you,  and  give  you  peace,  now  and 
*for  ever.     Amen.

*  We  strongly  recommend,  that,  instead  of  the  more  usual 
practice  of  administering  the  Lord's  Snpper  at  the  close  of  the 
morning's  service,  a  special  meeting  be  held  for  this  paspose 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  wherever  it  be  practicable.  This  cus- 
tom, which  has  been  adopted  by  some  of  our  churches,  has 
been  found  to  possess  several  advantages.  The  mind  is  not 
fatigued  by  a  previous  service ;  there  is  no  necessity  ifor  hurry- 
ing through  the  service  for  want  of  time ;  and,  as  those  only 
are  present  who  either  intend  to  commune  or  to  remain  as 
sympathizing  witnesses,  the  disagreeable  sight  of  a  retreating 
congregation  is  avoided.  We  may  also  be  allowed  to  recom- 
mend, from  our  own  experience,  that  the  hymns  be  sung  by  the 
communicants  themselves,  and  not  by  a  choir ',  and  that  the 
communicants  take  their  places  together,  near  the  table.  If 
the  Communion  be  thus  made  an  occasion  by  itself,  this  ser- 
vice will  probably  not  be  found  too  long ;  otherwise,  a  part  may 
be  omitted,  «t  &e  discretion  of  the  Minister.

For  Grod  hath  not  appointed  us  unto  wrath,  but  to 
obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  —  who 
died  for  us,  that  whether  we  wake  or  sleep  we  should 
live  together  with  him. 

Which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  to  the  soul, 
both  sure  and  steadfast,  and  which  holdeth  by  that 
within  the  veil ;  whither  our  forerunner  has  gone  in 
for  us,  even  Jesus ; 

Who,  because  he  continueth  for  ever,  hath  an  ev- 
erlasting priesthood,  and  is  able  to  save  to  the  utter- 
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most  those  who  come  to  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  us. 

Such  a  High-Priest  we  needed;  holy,  harmless, 
undefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  and  made  higher 
than  the  heavens. 

For  we  have  not  a  High-Priest  who  cannot  be 
touched  with  a  feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was 
in  all  points  tempted  like  ourselves,  yet  without  sin. 

Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of 
grace  that  we  may  obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to 
help  in  time  of  need. 

The  Communicants  may  then  sing  the  following 
hymn^  or  any  other  which  may  be  selected.

Bread  of  the  world,  in  mercy  broken, 

Wine  of  the  soul,  in  mercy  shed !

Then  may  follow  an  address^  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister  ;  after  which  he  shall  read  the  following 
verses  from  1  Cor,  xi.  23  -  29 :  —

1  delivered  unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
same  night  hi  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :

Take,  eat  :   this  is  my  body,   which   is   broken 

FOR  YOU  :    THIS   DO    IN    REMEMBRANCE  OF  ME.      After 

the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  haa 
supped,  saying.  This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  in 

MY  BLOOD  :   this   DO   YE,  AS   OFT  AS   YE   DRINK  IT,  IN 

REMEMBRANCE  OF  ME.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.  —  But  let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  judgment  to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body. 

LiTANY. 

Minister.  Let  us  bow  our  knees  unto  the  Fathei 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  from  whom  the  whole  fam- 
ily in  heaven  and  earth  is  named ;  that  He  would 
grant  us,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  glory,  to  be 
strengthened  with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner 
man  ;  that  Christ  may  dwell  in  our  hearts  by  faith  ; 
that  we,  being  rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  may 
be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  saints  what  is  the 
breadth,  and  length,  and  depth,  and  height,  and  to 
know  the  love  of  Christ,  which  passeth  knowledge, 
that  we  may  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness  of  God. 

People,  We  thank  thee.  Father,  Lord  of  heaven 
and  earth,  that  in  Christ  Jesus  we  who  were  afar  off 
are  made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ ;  that  through 
him  we  have  access  by  the  Spirit  to  thee,  our  Fa- 
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ther ;  that  we  are  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and 
of  the  household  of  God. 

Minister,  We  thank  thee,  that  we  are  builded 
together  for  a  habitation  of  Grod,  through  the  Spirit, 
on  Jesus  Christ  himself,  the  chief  comer-stone ;  in 
whom  all  the  building  fitly  framed  together  groweth 
unto  a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord. 

People,  We  do  not  come  to  this  thy  table  trust- 
ing in  our  own  righteousness,  but  in  thy  manifold  and 
great  mercy.  We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to 
gather  up  the  crumbs  under  thy  table,  but  we  come 
confiding  in  thy  forgiving  goodness  and  in  thy  recon- 
ciling love. 

Minister,  Help  us,  therefore,  to  examine  our- 
selves, and  to  humble  ourselves  before  thee ;  con- 
fessing our  sins ;  and  laying  down  our. transgressions 
before  thy  footstool. 

People,  Yet  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart, 
with  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprin- 
kled from  an  evil  conscience,  and  having  strength  in 
our  souls  to  give  ourselves  wholly  to  thee. 

Minister,  For  this  is  the  new  covenant  which 
God  makes  with  us  by  Jesus  Christ.  He  puts  his 
law  into  our  hearts,  and  writes  it  in  our  minds,  and 
remembers  our  sins  no  more.  Let  us,  therefore, 
brethren,  have  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way,  —  look- 
ing unto  him,  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith, — 
lifting  up  the  hands  which  hang  down,  and  the  feeble 
knees.     For  we  have  not  come  t(  the  mount  which 
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burned  with  fire ;  nor  unto  blackness,  and  darkness, 
and  tempest ; 

People.  But  we  have  come  unto  Mount  Zion,  to 
the  city  of  the  living  God,  the  Heavenly  Jerusalem 
to  an  innumerable  company  of  angels,  to  the  general 
assembly  and  church  of  the  first-bom,  which  are 
written  in  heaven,  to  God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to 
Jesus  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant. 

Minister.  Wherefore,  we  receiving  a  kingdom 
which  cannot  be  moved,  let  us  have  grace  whereby 
we  may  serve  Grod  acceptably,  with  reverence  and 
godly  fefiur. 

T%e  Communicants  may  then  sing  again^  the  foU 
lowing  hymn^  or  any  other  which  may  be  selected,

Bread  of  Heaven,  on  thee  we  feed, 
For  thy  flesh  is  m^at  indeed  : 
Ever  let  our  souls  be  fed 
With  this  true  and  living  bread. 

Vine  of  Heaven,  thy  blood  supplies

Lord,  thy  wounds  our  healing  give, 
To  thy  cross  we  look  and  live.

Or  J  omitting  the  hymn^  the  Minister  may  proceed 
at  once  to  read  as  follows  •  — 
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Ye,  who  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  you  of 
your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  youi 
neighbors,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following 
the  commands  of  Grod,  and  walking  from  henceforth 
in  his  holy  way,  draw  near  with  faith,  and  take  this 
holy  ordinance  to  your  comfort,  and  make  your 
humble  confession  to  Almighty  God,  meekly  kneel- 
ing on  your  knees. 

General  Confession^  to  he  made  by  Minister  and 
People  together :  — 

Almighty  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
Maker  of  all  things.  Judge  of  all  men ;  we  acknowl- 
edge and  lament  our  manifold  sins,  which  we  from 
time  to  time  most  grievously  have  committed,  by 
thought,  word,  and  deed,  against  thy  Divine  Majesty ; 
against  our  Master  Jesus  Christ,  against  our  own  souls, 
and  against  our  brethren.  We  do  earnestly  repent, 
and  are  heartily  sorry  for  all  these  sins  of  action  and 
omission.  The  remembrance  of  them  is  grievous 
unto  us.  The  burden  is  greater  than  we  can  bear. 
Have  mercy  upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us,  most 
merciful  Father.  In  the  name  of  thy  Son  Jesus 
Christ  we  beseech  thee  to  forgive  us  all  that  is  past ; 
and  grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter  serve  and 
please  thee  in  newness  of  life,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  may  read  some  of  these  verses  ;— 
Hear  what  words  of  comfort  our  Saviour  says  to 
all  who  desire  his  help. 
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Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled ;  ye  believe  in  Grod, 
believe  also  in  me. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy- 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.

The  bread  of  God  is  he  that  cometh  down  from 
heaven,  and  giveth  life  to  the  world. 

I  am  the  living  bread,  which  came  down  from 
heaven :  if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live 
for  ever. 

Wl)oso  eatet^  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood 
hath  eternal  life,  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last 
day. 

He  that  <Q%teth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood 
dwelleth  in  me,  and  I  in  him. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto  you ; 
not  as  the  world  giveth  give  I  unto  you. 

If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you, 
ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto 
you. 

These  things  I  have  spoken  unto '  you,  that  in  me 
ye  might  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have 
tribulation ;  but  be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  overcome 
the  world. 
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Then  may  follow  this  prayer :  — 

Heavenly  Father,  we  pray  thee  to  fill  this  church 
with  holy  awe,  while  we  seal  the  vows  of  a  new 
obedience.  May  we  examine  ourselves,  and  so 
eat  of  this  bread  and  drink  of  this  cup.  May  we 
remember  that  to  come  together  in  one  place,  with- 
out coming  together  in  one  faith,  hope,  and  love,  is 
not  to  eat  the  Lord's  Supper.  Bless,  then,  this  bread 
and  wine, -^  that  the  bread,  symbol  of  strength,  may 
be  the  occasion  and  means,  while  we  partake  it  to- 
gether, of  our  receiving  a  common  strength  in  our 
souls,  —  that  the  wine,  symbol  of  joy,  may  be  the 
means,  when  we  receive  it,  of  entering  anew  into 
thy  reconciling  love  and  peace.  May  our  minds  be 
fed  with  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ ;  may  his 
action  and  suffering,  his  life  and  death,  his  holy  vir- 
tue and  divine  patience,  his  body  and  his  blood,  en- 
ter into  us,  and  become  a  part  of  our  own  lives. 
So  may  the  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless  be  to 
us  the  communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ ;  and  the 
bread  which  we  break  be  the  communion  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  So  likewise  may  we  become  the 
body  of  Christ,  and  members  one  of  another.  May 
we,  being  many,  be  one  bread  and  one  body,  partak- 
ing all  of  that  one  bread.  In  this  hour  may  nothing 
separate  us,  but  may  we  all  be  one,  —  as  thou.  Fa- 
ther, art  in  Christ,  and  he  in  thee,  that  we  also  may 
be  one,  —  thou  in  him,  and  he  in  us.  So  may  we 
be  perfectly  at  one  with  thee  our  Grod,  with  our  Sav- 
iour, and  with  each  other,  according  to  his  holy 
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prayer ;  which  we  ofier  anew  in  his  spirit  and  in  hb 
name.    Amen. 

Minister.    Lift  up  your  hearts. 

Answer.    We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

Minister.    Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord  Grod. 

Ansioer.    It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Minister.  It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  hounden 
duty,  that  we  should  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places, 
give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  Holy  Father,  Almigh* 
ty.  Everlasting  Grod ; 

Minister  and  People  together. 

Therefore  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  all  the 
company  of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy  glo- 
rious name;  evermore  praising  thee,  and  saying. 
Holy,  Holy,  Holy  Lord  Grod  Almighty,  heaven  and 
earth  are  full  of  thy  glory*  Glory  be  to  thee,  O 
Lord,  most  high.    Amen. 

Hien  the  Minister  shall  read  as  follotbs :  - — 
As  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed 
it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  his  disciples,  and  said. 
Take,  eat,  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took  the  cup 
and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink 
ye  all  of  it;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  cov- 
enant, which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins. 

He  may  then  offer  an  extempore  prayer.  After 
which  he  may  break  and  distrihute  the  breads  and 
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kand  the  cup  to  the  People.    And  in  handing  the 

hread  he  may  say^  — 

Take  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  of  Christ 
And  when  he  hands  the  ciip,  he  may  say^  — 
Drink  this  in  reipembrance  of  Christ 

When  all  have  received  the  Communion^  a  hymn 
may  be  sung,  and  at  the  close  the  following  anthem 
may  be  said  by  the  Minister  and  People :  — 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace, 
good-will  towards  men.  We  praise  thee,  we  bless 
Aee,  we  worship  thee,  we  give  thanks  to  thee,  for  the 
various  manifestations  of  thy  great  glory,  O  Lord 
God,  Heavenly  King,  Grod  the  Father  Almighty. 

We  bless  thee  for  sending  thy  beloved  Son  into  the 
world  to  save  sinners;  for  exalting  him  unto  thy 
right  hand  in  heaven;  for  all  the  gifts  and  graces 
of  thy  holy  spirit;  and  for  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 

For  thou  only  art  wise  and  holy  and  good ;  thou 
only  art  the  Lord  ;  thou  only  dost  govern  all  things, 
both  in  heaven  and  earth.  Therefore,  blessing,  and 
honor,  and  glory,  and  power  be  unto  thee,  who  sit- 
test  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and 
ever.    Amen. 

Benediction. 

And  now  may  the  Lord  God  Almighty  bless,  pre- 
serve, and  keep  you.  The  Lord  lift  up  the  light  of 
his  countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you  peace,  now 
and  for  ever.

ORDER  OF  SERVICES 


BURIAL   OF   THE    DEAD. 


The  services  may  be  introduced  by  singing  a  hymn. 

Mt  son,  despise  not  thou  the  chastening  ot  the 
Lord,  nor  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked  of  him :  for 
whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth 
every  son  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chasten- 
ing, God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons;  for  he 
chastens  us  not  for  his  pleasure,  but  for  our  profit, 
that  we  may  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.  Now  no 
chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to  be  joyous,  but 
grievous;  nevertheless,  afterward  it  yieldeth  the 
peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness  to  those  who  are 
exercised  thereby. 

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning  than  to 
the  house  of  feasting ;  for  the  heart  of  the  wise  is  in 
the  house  of  mourning,  and  by  the  sadness  of  the 
countenance  the  heart  is  made  better. 

Man,  that  is  born  of  woman,  is  of  a  few  days  and 
full  of  trouble.  He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and 
is  cut  down ;  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow,  and  contin- 
ueth  not. 
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All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is 
as  the  flower  of  the  field.  For  what  is  our  life  ?  It 
IS  even  as  a  vapor,  which  appeareth  for  a  little  time, 
and  then  vanisheth  away. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  cer- 
tain that  we  can  carry  nothing  out  The  Lord  gave, 
and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

Here  may  follow  an  address  or  remarks. 


PoMageafrom  the  Z^tk  and  ^Oth  Pmdm, 
Psalm  Xxxix. 

LoBD,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  meas- 
ure of  my  days,  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a  span 
long,  and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in  respect  of 
thee ;  and  verily  every  man  living  is  altogether 
vanity. 

For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  disquieteth 
himself  in  vain ;  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  cannot 
tell  who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now.  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  ?  Truly,  my 
hope  is  even  in  thee. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine  ears 
consider  my  calling;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my 
tears; 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as 
all  my  fathers  were. 

O,  spare  me  a  little,  that  L  may  recover  my 
strength,  before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen. 
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Psalm  XC. 

Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge  from  one  gen* 
oration  to  another. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever 
thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God. 

Thou  tumest  man  to  destruction ;  and  sayest,  Re 
turn,  ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  yeats  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yes 
terday  when  it  is  past,  or  a  watch  in  the  night. 

As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them,  they  are  even  as 
a  dream,  and  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass ; 

In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  groweth  up ;  but 
in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and  withered. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and  ten ; 
and  though  men  be  so  strong  diat  they  come  to  four- 
score years,  yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labor  and 
sorrow ;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we  are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  ap- 
ply our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 


I  am  the  ResurrectiQii  and  the  Life,  saith  the  Lord ; 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  ihe  live,  and  whoso  liveth  and  believeth  in  me 
shall  never  die. 

Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become 
the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept  For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  reairrection  of 
the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive. 
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For  this  corruptible  must  put  on^incorruption,  and 
^18  mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this 
corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be 
brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  Death,  where  is  thy 
sting  ?  O  Grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  Thanks  be 
to  God,  who  hath  given  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  the  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory  which  shall 
be  revealed  to  us.  For  eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear 
heard,  nor  the  heart  of  man  conceived,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  him. 

We  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part ;  but 
when  that  which  is  perfect  shall  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away.  Now  we  see 
through  a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then,  face  to  face :  now 
I  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also 
I  am  known. 

I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying  unto  me. 
Write,  From  henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead  who 
die  in  the  Lord.  Even  so,  saith  the  Spirit ;  for  they 
rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them 

They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any 
more ;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any 
heat.  For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto 
living  fountains  of  waters ;  and  God  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  from  their  eyes. 
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And  there  shali  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow, 
nor  crying,  nor  pain :  for  the  former  things  are 
passed  away. 

Then  shall  follow  an  extempore  prayer 

The  following  may  he  read  at  the  grave, 

I  WOULD  not  have  you  ignorant,  brethren,  concern- 
ing them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 
as  others  which  have  no  hope;  for  if  we  believe 
that  Jesus  died,  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also 
which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him. 

For  he  does  not  willingly  afflict  or  grieve  the 
children  of  men. 

We  must  work  the  work  of  him  that  sent  us  while 
it  is  day ;  the  night  cometh,  in  which  no  man  can 
work. 

There  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling,  and  there 
the  weary  are  at  rest 

If  our  earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  be  dissolved, 
we  have  a  building  of  God,  a  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  We  are  willing, 
therefore,  to  be  absent  from  the  body  and  g^resent 
with  the  Lord ;  who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that 
it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  ac- 
cording to  the  mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  to 
subdue  all  things  unto  himself. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory 
of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for 
one  star  differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.      So 
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also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in 
corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorruption ;  it  is  sown  in 
dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory ;  it  is  sown  in  weak- 
ness, it  is  raised  in  power ;  it  is  so\ni  a  natural  body, 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 

A  prayer  and  a  hymn  may  he  added  here. 

The  peace  of  Grod,  and  the  comfort  of  the  Holy 
Gho^t.  be  with  your  spirits.    Amen.

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may 
see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth, 
where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal :  but  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through 
nor  steal. 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you, 
even  so  do  unto  them ;  for  this  is  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

He  that  soweth  little  shall  reap  little  ;  and  he  that 
sowoth  plenteously  shall  reap  plenteously.    Let  every 
man  do  according  as  he  is  disposed  in  his  heart;  not 
grudgingly  nor  of  necessity ;  for  God  loveth  a  chee^ 
ful  giver. 
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While  we  have  time  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men,  and 
specially  unto  those  that  are  of  the  household  of  faith. 

Godliness  is  great  riches,  if  a  man  be  content  with 
that  he  hath :  for  we  brought  nothing  into  the  world, 
neither  may  we  carry  any  thing  out. 

Charge  those  who  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they 
be  ready  to  give,  and  glad  to  distribute :  laying  up  in 
store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation  against  the 
time  to  come,  that  they  may  attain  eternal  life. 

God  is  not  unrighteous,  that  he  will  forget  your 
works  and  labor  that  proceedeth  of  love  ;  which  love 
ye  have  showed  for  his  name's  sake,  who  have  min- 
istered unto  the  saints,  and  yet  do  minister. 

To  do  good,  and  to  communicate,  forget  not :  for" 
with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased. 

Whoso  hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  broth- 
er have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  compassion  from 
him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ? 

Give  alms  of  thy  goods,  and  never  turn  thy  face 
from  any  poor  man ;  and  then  the  face  of  the  Lord 
shall  not  be  turned  away  from  thee. 

Be  merciful  after  thy  power :  if  thou  hast  much, 
give  plenteously :  if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  diligence 
gladly  to  give  of  that  little :  for  so  gatherest  thou 
thyself  a  good  reward  in  the  day  of  necessity. 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  look,  what  he  layeth  out,  it  shall  be  paid 
him  again. 

Blessed  be  the  man  that  provideth  for  the  sick  and 
needy:  tlie  Lord  shall  deliver  him  in  the  time  of 
trouble.

Tbb  preBent  edition  of  the  Difldplee'  Hymn  Book  10 
xnateiially  changed  from  that  printed  in  1844. 

The  objects  of  this  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book  are  two : 
first,  to  be  used  in  Social  Worship  for  singing ;  secondly, 
to  be  used  in  priyate  and  at  home  as  a  Book  of  Devotion. 

The  hymns  in  this  book  which  are  intended  to  be  sung 
are  of  the-  usual  metres,  and  are  the  best  of  those  with 
which  we  are  familiar  from  Watts  and  Doddridge,  Wes- 
ley and  Cowper,  Montgomery  and  Heber,  Bowring  and 
Pierpont. 

Beside  these,  this  collection  contains  a  large  number 
of  hymns  which  are  not  intended  to  be  sung.  They 
are  to  be  read ;  in  the  closet,  the  &mily,  the  church. 
They  are  intended  to  awaken  devotional  sentiment,  and 
are  taken  from  the  best  poetry  of  the  best  writers.    Many 
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of  these  pieces  are  of  metres  not  adapted  to  singing. 
Some  of  them  will  be  prohabljr  new  to  the  majority  of 
those  who  may  use  this  book ;  but,  whether  from  Roman 
Catholic  or  Protestant  writers,  we  trust  they  will  be 
found  to  breathe  a  deep  and  pure  spirit  of  Christian 
piety,  and  to  manifest  a  broad  range  of  Christian  experi- 
ence. The  importance  of  these  qualities  in  a  Hymn 
Book  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated.  The  famous  saying 
of  Fletcher  of  Saltoun  may  be  varied  thus :  *'  Let  me 
make  the  Hymns  of  the  church,  and  I  care  not  who 
makes  its  Creeds."

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ARTICLES  OF-  ORGANIZATION. 


Article  1.— The  name  of  this  religious  association 
shall  be  "  The  Church  of  the  Disciples." 

Art.  2.  —  The  object  of  this  Church  shall  be,  united 
thought  and  action  in  the  study  and  practice  of  Chris- 
tianity. 

Art.  3.  —  The  organization  of  this  Church  shall  be 
as  follows: 

First.  —  A  Pastor. 

Second,  —  A  Pastoral  Committee. 

Third.  — A  Committeeon  Benevolent  Action. 

Fourth,^ —  A  Committee  on  the  Young. 

Fifth.  —  A  Committee  on  Music. 

Sixth.  —  A  Committee  on  Finance. 

Seventh.  —  A  Clerk,  Almoner,  Counselors,  Histo- 
rian, and  Treasurer. 

The  Pastor  and  his  wife  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Pastoral  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Benevo- 
lent Action,  and  the  Committee  on  the  Young,  and  may 
be  added  to  either  of  the  other  Committees. 

Art.  4.  —  The  Pastoral  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  brethren  and  five  sisters. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  see  that 
the  Pulpit  is  supplied ;  to  take  charge  of  Church  Meet- 
ings in  the  absence  of  the  Pastor ;  to  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  strangers  coming  to  the  Church;  to 
aid  the  Pastor  In  his  Intercourse  with  his  people;  to 
have  a  general  supervision  of  its  religious  interests ; 
and  to  lead  in  building  up  a  true  Church  of  Christ. 


4  ARTICLES    OP    ORGANIZATION. 

Art.  6.  —  The  Committee  on  B6»evolent  Action  shall 
consist  of  six  brethren  and  six  sisters,  who  shall  organ- 
ize and  superintend  the  benevolent  action  of  the 
Church,  except  as  provided  in  the  19th  Article. 

Art.  6.  —  The  Committee  on  the  Young  shall  consist 
of  the  Superintendent  and  Teachers  of  the  Sundaj 
School.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Church,  and  the  Teachers  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Superintendent. 

Art.  7.-^  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of 
six  members  of  the  Church.  It  shall  choose  the  Church 
Treasurer,  meet  as  often  as  requisite,  and  adopt  such 
rules  and  system  as  shall  be  thought  best  calculated  to 
give  eflaciency  to  this  part  of  the  Organization.  This 
Committee  shall  take  charge  of  the  business  affairs  of 
the  Church,  and  of  any  property  belonging  to  it. 

Art.  8.  —  The  Committee  on  Music  shall  consist  of 
not  less  than  six  members.  Their  duties  shall  be  to 
provide  some  one  to  direct  the  music  at  all  the  meetings 
of  the  Church  —  and  to  do  what  they  can  to  increase 
the  usefulness  of  this  part  of  the  worship. 

Art.  9.  —  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  on  the 
evening  of  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  April,  at  which  all 
the  above  oflSces  shall  be  filled,  except  that  of  the  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  the  Almoner  and  Counselors,  who  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Pastoral  Committee. 

Art.  10.  —  At  the  same  meeting,  or  an  acljoumment 
thereof,  detailed  Keports  shall  be  made  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Committee  on  the  Young,  the  Committee 
on  Benevolent  Action,  the  Committee  on  Music,  and  the 
Pastoral  Committee ;  showing  the  history  of  each  for 
the  year,  and  containing  any  suggestions  which  may 
be  deemed  useflil  for  the  future. 


ARTICLES    OP    ORGAIOZATION.  5 

Art.  11. — Person^  wishing  to  unite  with  this  Church 
shall  signify  their  desire  to  the  Pastor  or  Pastoral  Com- 
mittee, who  shall  Introduce  them  In  person,  or  shall 
communicate  their  names  to  the  Church,  at  one  of  Its 
meetings;  and  they  may  then  become  members  by 
signing  their  names  In  the  Church  Book. 

For  those  who  desire  a  more  open  expression  of  their 
faith  and  purpose,  there  may  be  added  the  Form  con- 
tained In  the  service  for  the  baptism  of  adults. 

Art.  12.  — Any  one  wishing  to  withdraw  may  do  so, 
at  any  time,  by  signifying  his  wish  to  the  Pastor  or 
Clerk,  who  shall  then  write  against  his  name  the  word 
"withdrawn,"  with  the  date.  In  the  Church  Book.  In 
case  of  continued  absence  of  any  member  from  the 
meetings  of  the  Church,  the  Pastoral  Committee  shall 
ascertain  whether  he  should  be  regarded  as  still  be- 
longing to  the  Church,  and.  If  not,  shall  make  the 
proper  entry. 

Art.  13.  —  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Church  shall 
be  held  on  every  Sunday  morning  during  the  year,  and 
on  every  Wednesday  evening,  ftrom  October  1st  till 
June  1st,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the 
Church  or  Pastoral  Committee.  Other  meetings  may 
be  at  any  time  called  by  the  Pastoral  Committee,  and 
at  these  and  all  other  meetings  of  the  Church  the 
right  to  speak  and  vote  shall  belong  equally  to  all  Its 
members. 

Art.  14.  — The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  administered 
to  all  who  desire  to  partake  thereof,  whether  Church 
members  or  otherwise,  at  such  times  a^  the  Church 
shall  determine. 

Art.  15.  —  On  Whitsunday  there  shall  be  a  Baptis- 
mal Service,  for  such  children  and  other  persons  as*may 
be  present  for  that  purpose.    There  may  also  be  a  Con- 
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flrmation  Service,  on  that  day,  for  young  persons  wishing 
to  join  the  Charch. 

Art.  16.  —  The  seats  in  this  Church  being  free,  the 
expenses  shall  be  defrayed  by  annual  subscriptions  and 
such  other  methods  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  deem 
suitable. 

Art.  17.  —  All  moneys  collected  in  this  Church,  for 
whatsoever  object,  shall  pass  through  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  be  recorded  on  his  books.  But  each 
committee  may,  when  necessary,  appoint  a  Treasurer 
to  keep  its  accounts ;  provided  that  each  year,  before  the 
annual  meeting,  he  make  a  return  to  the  Church  Treas- 
urer of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  his  Committee 
during  the  year. 

Art.  18. — The  Clerk  of  the  Church  shall  keep  a  book, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  the  action  taken  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Church,  with  such  other  matters  as 
he  may  deem  interesting  and  important. 

Art.  19.  —  The  Almoner  shall  have  charge  of  the 
sums  collected  at  the  Communion,  and  at  other  times, 
for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  Church,  who  may  be 
in  need  of  our  fraternal  aid ;  and  shall  administer  the 
same  with  the  advice  of  the  CbUBsefcNrs,  imiiring  a 
return  to  the  Church  Treasurer  each  year  of  the  amount 
received  and  expended,  but  omitting  the  names  of  those 
aided. 

Art.  20.  —  The  Historlajt  shall  record  in  a  book 
such  matters  as  may  be  of  general  interest  in  the 
history  of  the  Church. 

Art.  21.  -^  These  Articles  may  be  altered  at  any  time, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Church  called  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Pastoral  Committee,  in  which  call  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  be  stated.  No  alteration  to  take  effect 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


PRINCIPLES    AND    METHODS 

OF 

THE  CHURCH  OF  THE  DISCIPLES. 


As  a  supplement  to  the  Articles  of  Organization  of 
this  Society,  we  will  add  a  brief  statement  of  some  of 
its  ideas  and  methods,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are 
thinking  of  uniting  with  us,  and  who  wish  to  know 
what  is  expected  of  them  as  members ;  and  also  for  the 
sake  of  those  who  are  already  members,  and  who  desire 
to  recur  to  the  principles  of  the  Organization. 


I.    Membership. 

A  person  becomes  a  member  of  this  Church  by 
signing  his  or  her  name  to  the  following  Declaration 
of  Faith  and  Purpose,  which  was  adopted  at  the  first 
org'anization  of  the  body,  April  13,  1841,  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,  as  the  basis  of  the  Church. 

*'  We  whose  names  are  subscribed,  unite  together  in 
the  following  faith  and  purpose. 

Our  faith  is  in  Jesus,  as  the  Christy  the  Son  of  God ; 

And  we  hereby  form  ourselves  into  a  Church  of  his 
Disciples,  that  we  may  co-operate  together  in  the  study  and 
practice  of  Christianity" 
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A  member  of  this  Clinrcli,  therefore,  is  not  one  wlio 
has  made  a  profession  of  religion.  He  does  not  say 
when  he  joins  it,  that  he  is  already  a  religions  man,  bat 
that  he  wishes  to  become  so.  He  does  not  say  he  is 
now  pions;  bnt  that  he  desires  to  be  so.  All  that 
he  promises  or  professes  is  the  desire  and  intention 
to  study  and  practice  Christianity  with  his  fellow  dis- 
ciples. 

Nor  is  a  member  one  who  joins  the  Church,  in  order 
to  partake  the  Lord's  Supper,  He  may  do  so,  or  he  may 
not.  In  joining  the  Church  he  does  not  necessarily 
propose  this.  To  join  the  Church  is  one  thing ;  to  par- 
take the  Lord's  Supper  a  very  different  thing. 

Nor  is  a  member  one  who  professes  any  partictUar 
creed  about  Christ  or  Christianity.  His  faith  is  in 
Christ  himself,  not  in  any  theory  about  him.  He  has 
faith  in  Jesus  as  the  Christ,  that  is,  the  religious  and 
Moral  King  and  Captain  of  the  human  race,  the  best 
teacher  of  truth,  and  the  purest  example  of  good- 
ness. He  desires  to  become  his  disciple,  that  Is,  his 
scholar.  He  comes  to  learn,  not  because  he  has 
already  learned.  He  comes  to  obtain  opinions,  not 
to  profess  them. 

He  is,  therefore,  a  member  of  this  Church,  as  a 
Society  for  religious  and  moral  improvement,  where  he 
unites  with  others  to  get  good  and  do  good ;  to  educate 
head,  heart,  and  hand;  to  cultivate  Christian  knowl- 
edge. Christian  love,  and  Christian  morality. 

It  is  desirable  that  all  should  become  members, 
because  the  Church  is  the  only  organization  this  body 
has,  and  to  unite  with  it  is  the  only  way  by  which  it 
can  be  known  who  belongs  to  us,  in  purpose  and  inten- 
tion. 
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We  united  together  originally  as  a  Churcli.  We 
have  bat  one  organization,  and  that  is  the  Church,  or 
body  founded  on  an  expression  of  personal  faith  and 
purpose.  We  have  indeed  a  congregation  of  wor- 
shippers connected  with  our  Church,  and  have  had 
such  a  congregation  from  the  first.  It  consists  of  those 
who,  for  one  cause  or  another,  have  not  yet  determined 
to  unite  with  us.  Some  of  them  are  transient  worship- 
pers, but  others  consider  themselves  as  belonging  to  us 
In  every  respect,  except  that  they  have  not  formally 
joined  our  Church  organization.  They  are  with  us  in 
our  various  meetings,  and  we  feel  that  they  are  with  us 
in  spirit.  Still,  this  congregation  is  not  an  organized 
body.  The  organization  into  which  we  invite  all  to ' 
enter  who  desire  to  be  wholly  with  us,  is  that  which 
unites  us  not  as  pew-holders,  but  as  those  who  are 
seeking  for  personal  religion  through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ.  We  thus  avoid  the  inconveniences  and  evils 
arising  from  the  twofold  organization  which  consists  of 
a  Church  and  a  Congregation. 

Our  object  has  been  to  have  but  one  body,  and  that 
composed  of  those  who  ■Unite  for  a  Christian  purpose. 
This  one  body  is  the  living  nucleus  at  the  centre  of  all 
our  operations.  Every  thing  which  relates  to  our 
action  as  a  religious  society,  is  done  by  our  Church  at 
its  meetings,  or  through  its  various  Committees. 

There  are  two  chief  reasons  for  joining  a  Church ; 
we  should  join  it  for  our  own  good,  and  for  the  good  of 
others.  For  our  own  good ;  because  we  need  such  a 
union  for  the  growth  of  our  spiritual  life.  Union  and 
communion  are  as  necessary  to  the  soul  as  solitude. 
We  need  the  sympathy,  the  counsels,  the  rebukes,  the 
consolation,  which  brethren  in  Christ  can  offer  us.  We 
need  also  to  manifest  outwardly  the  convictions  which 
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are  within  the  soul.  We  need  to  commit  ourselyes  by 
an  outward  act  to  the  determination  we  have  inwardly 
taken.  And  how  often  do  we  witness  a  marked  spirit- 
ual growth  following  such  a  step ;  an  evident .  progress 
in  consequence  of  an  open  avowal  of  the  inward  faith. 

We  should  also  be  willing  to  unite  with  the  Church 
for  the  sake  of  others.  It  is  one  mode  of  doing  good, 
for  it  is  strengthening  that  body  which  is  the  open 
manifestation  of  Christian  principles  to  the  world. 
Jesus  said  that  '*  men  do  not  light  a  candle  and  put  it 
under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick,  and  it  gives  light 
to  all  who  are  in  the  house."  The  truth  and  love  of 
Jesus  are  the  light  of  the  world ;  the  Church  is  the  can- 
dlestick in  which  this  light  is  placed.  So  long  as  Chris- 
tians remain  silent  about  their  convictions,  they  do  not 
know  each  other,  and  are  unable  to  strengthen  each 
other ;  but  when  they  come  together  and  express  their 
faith,  they  are  able  to  bind  themselves  together,  and 
work  effectually  on  society  around. 

We,  of  this  Church,  unite  as  disciples,  scholars, 
learners;  we  sit  at  the  feet  o^  Jesus  to  hear  his  word. 
We  are  scholars  in  Christ's  school.  We  do  not  come 
together  as  those  who  have  already  formed  all  Iheir 
opinions  concerning  Christianity,  and  who  are  ready 
to  sign  a  creed;  but  as  those  who  are  desiring  to 
know  the  trutli,  to  come  to  the  light,  to  form  opinions, 
and  acquire  a  definite  belief.  We  do  not  unite  in  the 
Church  and  call  ourselves  disciples  because  we  think  we 
are  good,  but  to  become  good ;  not  as  those  who  are 
righteous,  but  as  those  who  are  hungering  and  thirst- 
ing for  righteousness.  What  then  is  expected  of  a 
Church  member?  What  is  meant  by  putting  one's  name 
in  the  Book  of  the  Church  ?  What  does  one  engage  to 
do  by  this  act?    He  says  by  it,  simply  this  —  "  So  long 
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as  I  continue  a  member  of  this  Ghnrch,  I  will  co-operate 
with  it  in  the  study  and  practice  of  Christianity."  He 
pars  to  the  Church  "  abide  with  me,  and  I  will  abide  with 
you.  This  shall  be  my  religious  house ;  here  I  shall  find 
my  happiness,  my  strength,  and  my  peace  in  union  with 
you.  I  do  not  promise  that  I  will  continue  always  a 
member  of  this  Church,  but  while  I  am  a  member, 
this  is  my  abiding  place,  and  this  my  spiritual  family." 

Accordingly  a  Church  member  should  take  an  inter- 
est in  all  that  belongs  to  the  Church  in  which  he  stays. 
He  should,  first  of  all,  seek  to  know  his  brethren  and 
sisters  in  the  Church.  This  he  does  by  coming  to  its 
meetings,  and  taking  part  in  them  as  he  finds  oppor- 
tunity. He  can  also  help  in  some  one  thing  or  some 
other  thing.  He  can  watch  with  the  sick;  he  can 
strengthen  the  tempted;  give  hope  to  the  downcast; 
he  can  help  the  poor ;  teach  the  children ;  make  the 
public  services  of  the  Church  more  interesting ;  aid  in 
the  important  department  of  music ;  contribute  of  his 
means  to  adorn  and  beautify  the  building ;  originate  or 
join  in  any  benevolent  or  charitable  operations.  Every 
one  has  his  gift,  his  talent,  his  special  faculty,  accom- 
plishment, opportunity,  and  each  may  use  it  for  the 
common  growth  and  good. 

To  enable  each  of  the  members  to  work  in  his  own 
way,  we  have  organized  Committees  to  conduct  our 
various  operations.  It  is  desirable  that  all  the  mem- 
bers should  unite  with  one  or  more  of  these  Com- 
mittees, in  its  work.  Let  them  report  themselves 
to  the  Pastoral  Committee  when  willing  to  aid  it  in 
finding  out  new  comers  to  the  Church,  in  seeing  that 
some  evening  occupation  is  provided  in  the  Church 
to  interest  those  who  leave  their  homes  to  come  to  the 
city,  and  have  few  acquaintances  here,  or  to  visit  and 
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aid  aDy  of  the  members  of  the  Church  who  may  be 
poor  or  sick  or  in  any  necessity.  Let  them  report  to 
the  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action,  if  they  are  will- 
ing to  join  the  sewing  circle,  to  aid  in  any  work  to  be 
done  for  the  prisoners,  the  poor,  the  street  children, 
or  any  class  of  sufferers.  If  they  are  willing  to  assist 
in  the  Sunday  School,  or  providing  classes  of  instruc- 
tion for  the  young,  let  them  signify  this  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  School.  Let  them  report  to  the 
Committee  on  Music,  to  aid  in  organizing  and  improv- 
ing the  singing.  New  comers  to  a  free  Church  must 
often  take  the  initiative  and  introduce  themselves, 
since  the  members  of  the  Church  have  no  means  of 
distinguishing  the  transient  visitor  from  one  who  in- 
tends to  be  a  permanent  worshipper  among  them.  He 
cannot  indicate  his  intention,  as  in  other  churches,  by 
hiring  a  seat,  or  by  buying  a  pew.  Therefore,  it  some- 
times happens  that  persons  may  be  with  us  for  years, 
and  if  their  continued  presence  is  not  noticed  by  the 
members  of  the  Church,  and  if  they  will  not  introduce 
themselves,  they  remain  unknown. 

As  to  the  method  of  joining  a  Church ;  while  some 
persons  prefer  as  little  publicity  as  possible,  others  feel 
that  it  is  a  real  advantage  to  mark,  by  some  solemn  ser- 
vice, every  important  event  in  life.  We,  therefore,  have 
adopted  various  methods.  Any  one  wishing  to  join, 
can  signify  his  intention  to  the  Pastor,,  who,  instead  of 
following  the  method  of  publicly  propounding  the 
name  during  public  worship,  on  Sunday,  mentions  it  to 
the  Church  at  one  of  its  social  meetings.  The  object  of 
this^  is  to  make  the  new  comers  known  to  the  older 
members,  so  that  they  can  be  welcomed  into  the  body. 
As  it  is  highly  improbable  that  an  objection  will  ever  be 
made  to  any  one's  becoming  a  member  who  desires  It, 
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we  have  made  no  provision  in  our  Articles  for  any  snch 
contingency.  If  It  ever  should  happen,  the  Church 
would  be  better  situated  at  its  social  meeting  to  con- 
sider such  an  objection,  than  during  the  public  service 
on  Sunday. 

The  purpose  having  been  mentioned,  the  person 
joins  us  by  signing  his  name,  in  the  Church  Book,  to  the 
Declaration  above  given.  After  this,  if  he  desires  a 
ftirther  Service,  it  may  take  place  on  Whitsunday,  or 
at  any  other  Communion,  by  the  form  given  in*  the 
Service  Book;  or  by  the  Service  of  Confirmation, 
which  seems  suitable  for  younger  persons. 

A  member  can  leave  the  Church  when  he  pleases,  by 
communicating  that  desire  to  the  Church  Clerk  or  to 
the  Pastor.  It  is  therefore  hoped  that  this  will  always 
be  done ;  and  that  no  one  will  leave  us  without  attend- 
ing to  this  simple  rule  of  decorum.  Otherwise,  the 
unpleasant  responsibility  is  thrown  on  the  Pastoral 
Comjnittee  of  ascertaining  who  have  ceased  to  be  mem- 
bers. As  it  is  important  to  know  who  the  active  mem- 
bers are,  the  Pastoral  Committee,  from  time  to  time, 
can  make  out  a  list  of  such  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
mittees. 


n.    Free  Seats,  and  the  Voluntary  Support  of 
Worship. 

In  February,  1841,  we  adopted  this  Resolution. 
"  The  expenses  of  this  Church  shall  be  defrayed  by  a 
voluntary  subscription,  and  pews  shall  not  be  sold, 
rented,  or  taxed." 

This  principle  we  have  maintained,  and  during  twenty- 
seven  years  our  expenses  have  always  been  defrayed  by 
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voluntary  sabscriptions,  and  no  rent  has  ever  been  col- 
lected for  a  pew  or  a  seat.  Any  one  who  wishes  for  a 
seat  in  onr  Church  may  hare  it,  whether  he  contributes 
mach,  little,  or  nothing  toward  our  expenses.  Part  of 
the  Church  has  sometimes  been  assigned,  in  permanent 
seats,  to  members  of  our  body,  but  this  does  not  inter- 
fere with  this  principle,  nor  is  it  objectionable,  so  long 
as  strangers  and  transient  worshippers  can  find  as  good 
accomodation,  and  so  long  as  no  distinction  be  made 
in  assigning  the  seats  from  any  pecuniary  consider- 
ation. The  benefit  of  permanent  seats  is  not  merely 
the  accommodation  of  families,  but  also  this  —  that 
while  the  worshippers  are  all  changing  their  seats  from 
Sunday  to  Sunday,  it  is  diflftcult  to  know  who  are  con- 
nected with  us,  and  persons  may  worship  steadily  with 
us  for  two  or  three  years  without  our  becoming  acquaint- 
ed with  them.  But  when  we  have  a  large  Church  and 
enough  room  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  a  part  of  the 
building  assigned  to  permanent  worshippers;  yet  in 
coming  into  our  Chapel  it  gives  a  pleasant  feeling  to 
find  the  seats  free. 

The  reasons  for  the  other  method,  that  is  for  the  pew- 
system,  are,  we  suppose,  these  two — first,  that  it  is  the 
most  convenient  method  of  building  a  meeting-house, 
and  defraying  the  annual  expenses ;  and  secondly,  that 
many  persons  like  to  have  their  own  seats  for  themselves 
and  their  family.  But  we  thought  it  worth  while  to  try 
the  experiment,  and  see  whether  the  community  were^ 
not  as  willing  to  give  as  to  pay,  whether  a  church  could  ' 
not  be  supported  on  the  voluntary  principle,  and  if  there 
might  not  be  one  place,  from  which  the  principle  of 
buying  and  selling  might  be  excluded,  even  in  a  com- 
mercial community.  We  have  tried  the  experiment  for 
twenty-seven  years,  and  we  think  we  may  say,  success- 
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ftilly.  We  have  shown  that  a  church  can  be  carried  on 
easily  on  the  voluntary  principle,  each  one  contributing 
every  year  just  what  he  pleases,  and  just  what  he 
thinks  he  can  afford,  no  one  knowing  what  any  one  else 
subscribes ;  the  man  or  woman  who  gives  the  smallest 
sum  having  just  as  good  a  right,  and  just  as  good  a 
place,  as  he  who  gives  the  largest.  Observe  the  advan- 
tages of  this  system.  It  accommodates  strangers  who 
often  would  not  feel  ftee  to  go  to  churches  where  the 
pews  are  all  owned ;  it  removes  all  distinctions  of  wealth 
or  poverty  from  at  least  one  place  in  the  world ;  it  leaves 
the  House  of  God  open  equally  to  all  His  children ;  it 
gives  a  ftdl  church  instead  of  one  half  empty,  for  the 
churches  conducted  on  this  principle  are  generally  much 
better  filled  than  the  others.  There  are  churches  where 
people  pay  from  ^1,000  to  $4,000  for  a  pew,  and  then  sel- 
dom sit  in  it,  but  no  one  else  can  sit  in  it,  and  so  it  stands 
empty.  But  free  churches  can  always  be  occupied  and 
filled  by  those  who  wish  to  go  to  them.  There  are  other 
advantages  in  this  system  besides  what  have  been  men- 
tioned, more  subtle  and  profound.  Every  good  and  right 
method  of  acting  carries  with  it,  not  only  the  visible  and 
apparent  use,  but  much  unseen  spiritual  good.  One  ad- 
vantage of  this  method  of  ours  has  been  to  make  of  our 
Church  a  family.  A  family  feeling,  a  home  feeling  has 
been  noticed  and  felt  by  those  who  could  not  explain  the 
reason.  People  have  come  to  us  for  years,  not  becom- 
ing personally  acquainted  with  any  one  else,  and  yet 
have  said  "  they  felt  more  at  home  in  this  Church  than 
elsewhere."

III.     The  Sociai.  Principos. 

But  this  leads  us  to  another  principle  of  this  Churcli, 
which  we  must  not  pass  by;  "  The  Social  Principle." 
We  make  our  worship  more  social  by  making  it  coii- 
gregational.  Our  music  is  not  as  fine  as  where  there  is 
a  quartette,  a  magnificent  organ,  and  hired  musicians. 
It  would  be  a  good  thing,  sometimes,  to  have  such 
music.  But  then  if  we  must  choose,  it  seems  to  us  a 
more  Christian  worship  for  the  congregation  to  sing  and 
join  in  the  prayer,  and  so  be  brought  together  in  social 
and  sympathetic  worship.  Our  plan  has  also  been  to 
meet,  at  other  times  and  in  various  ways,  as  in  our 
Wednesday  evening  meetings   during  the  winter. 

This  Church  has,  during  its  whole  existence,  held 
social  meetings  for  mutual  prayer,  study,  conversation, 
and  work.  At  these  meetings  all  speak  and  all  vote. 
No  questions  have  ever  been  excluded,  no  matter  how 
"exciting"  they  may  have  appeared  to  be  at  the  time. 
Women  as  well  as  men  have  been  free  to  speak  and 
vote  on  all  questions,  and  have  been  on  all  our  Com- 
mittees from  the  beginning,  (unless  that  of  "  Finance  ** 
be  an  exception,)  have  been  chosen  delegates  to  eccle- 
siastical councils  and  other  bodies,  and  have  greatly 
helped  in  all  the  work  of  the  Church. 

IV.    History. 

The  Church  of  the  Disciples  was  organized  in 
1841,  and  has  worshipped  in  Ritchie  Hall,  Amory  Hall, 
the  Masonic  Temple,  Freeman-Place  Chapel,  Williams 
Hall,  and  Indiana-Place  Chapel.  It  was  founded  on  the 
simple  basis  of  Faith  and  Purpose,  to  which  it  had 
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always  adhered.  It  took  the  name  of  "Disciples"  as 
indicating  its  wish  to  be  scholars  in  the  school  of 
Jesns ;  not  to  dogmatize  but  to  learn ;  not  to  profess  a 
creed,  but  to  study  together  under  the  guidance  of 
the  common  master.  It  has  always  had  a  single  organ- 
ization, that  of  the  Church.  Its  worship  has  been 
social,  partly  liturgic ;  its  singing  congregational.  It 
has  not  stood  apart  from  the  great  movements  of  the 
wonderftil  time  in  which  it  has  had  its  life.  It  uttered 
its  steady  protest  against  American  slavery  during  the 
long  period  when  ifr  was  unpopular  to  do  so.  Some 
of  its  young  men  have  gone  to  the  war,  and  died  for 
union  and  freedom.  Some  of  its  young  women  have 
gone  South  to  teach  the  emancipated  slave.  Its  mem- 
bers have,  more  or  less,  faithftilly  spoken  and  acted  for 
truth,  freedom,  and  humanity,  in  the  struggles  of  the 
last  twenty-five  years.  Three  institutions,  at  least, 
have  grown  up  in  the  social  meetings  of  this  Church  — 
"  The  Temporary  Home  for  Destitute  Children," —the 
"Children's  Aid  Society,"— and  the  "Home  for  Aged 
Colored  Women."  Members  of  this  Church  have,  from 
time  to  time,  preached,  prayed,  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper,  visited  the  sick  and  dying,  conducted  flmeral 
services,  and  presided  at  the  Social  Meetings.  Women 
have  preached  in  our  pulpit,  and  conducted  our  vestry 
meetings.  We  have  failed  in  many  of  our  duties,  and 
other  churches  doubtless  have  excelled  us  in  many 
things.  But  we  have,  during  twenty-five  years,  educa- 
ted ourselves  and  those  who  came  into  our  assemblies 
in  two  important  departments  of  Christian  life.  We 
have  steadily  ignored  in  our  Church  all  distinctions 
between  rich  and  poor,  wise  and  ignorant,  black  and 
white.  And  we  have  during  the  same  period  learned 
to  discuss  frankly  and  earnestly  all  religious,  moral,

social,  aod  political  questions,  with  perfect  toleration 
of  every  shade  of  heresy,  and  every  degree  of  ortho- 
doxy. 

V.    The  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Sapper  in  this  Church  is  not  confined  to 
professors  of  religion,  to  church  members,  to  regen- 
erated and  pious  souls — any  more  than  hymns,  pray- 
ers, and  sermons  are  confined  to  them.  We  believe, 
indeed,  that  the  Lord's  Supper  should  go,  like  himself, 
among  publicans  and  sinners,  and  as  he  allowed  himself 
to  be  touched  and  kissed  by  sinners,  so  should  the 
memorials  of  him  be  touched  and  taken  by  them. 
This  ought  to  be  the  most  inclusive  and  universal  of  all 
festivals.  If  Jesus  himself  were  here,  he  would  no 
doubt  wish  to  have  the  most  wretched  and  most 
sinftil  come  to  him;  does  he  not  then  wish  them  to 
come  to  his  Memorial  Feast? 

It  is  first  a  Feast  of  Kemembrance.  "  Do  this  in 
remembrance  of  n^e."  This,  the  Christian  Church  has 
done.  It  has  gratefully  remembered  Jesus  during  eigh- 
teen hundred  years.  Such  is  the  power  of  loyal  love. 
It  enables  us  to  rise  above  the  seen  and  look  into  the 
unseen,  and  there  behold  Jesus  on  the  right  hand  of 
God.  It  carries  us  back  through  hundreds  of  years 
into  the  past.  It  takes  us  forward  into  the  hopes  of 
a  majestic  future.  Through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  sin 
Is  conquered,  death  is  conquered,  time  is  overcome,  and 
we  sit  together  around  his  table  with  the  whole  family 
of  Christians  on  earth  and  in  heaven,  of  all  languages, 
periods,  creeds,  churches,  united  simply  by  a  common 
love  for  the  one  Master  and  Lord  of  all. 
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Again  it  is  the  feast  of  the  New  Covenant.  Jesus 
said  —  "  this  is  my  blood  of  the  New  Covenant."  Under 
the  Old  Covenant  we  draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he  answers 
us ;  we  obey,  and  he  rewards  us ;  we  reform  and  repent, 
and  do  right,  and  he  renders  to  every  man  according 
to  his  works.  Under  the  New  Covenant,  God  seeks  and 
saves  those  who  are  lost ;  goes  out  into  the  highways  to 
compel  us  to  come  in ;  draws  nigh  to  us  to  make  us 
draw  nigh  to  Him.  Under  the  Old  Covenant,  God 
comes  to  us  as  law  and  justice  —  under  the  New  Cove- 
nant, as  love  and  mercy.  Under  the  Old,  we  love  Him 
that  he  may  love  us ;  under  the  New,  we  love  Him  be- 
cause He  has  loved  us. 

And  again  it  is  the  Feast  of  Communion.  This  is 
stated  in  1  Cor.  x :  16, 17.  "  The  cup  of  blessing  which 
we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  blood  of 
Christ?  The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  com- 
munion of  the  body  of  Christ?  For  we,  being  many, 
are  one  bread,  and  one  body,  for  we  are  all  partakers  of 
that  one  bread."  And  again,  1  Cor.  xii :  27,  in  arguing 
for  Christian  union,  the  apostle  says,  "  ye  are  the  body 
of  Christ,  and  members  in  particular." 

This  view  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  as  a  feast  of  union 
and  communion,  has  been  least  understood  of  all,  by 
Christiaiis.  It  has  too  often  been  made  a  feast  of  sepa- 
ration, not  of  communion.  Those  who  consider  them- 
selves aS"  belonging  to  the  True  Church,  refuse  to 
commune  with  other  churches ;  those  who  believe  them- 
selves to  hold  the  True  Creed,  refuse  to  commune  witji 
heretics.  In  some  churches  it  is  thought  that  only  the 
pious  and  converted  may  commune;  in  others  they 
invite  only  "members  of  churches  in  good  standing" 
to  commune ;  in  others  still,  only  those  who  have  been 
baptized  by  immersion  are  allowed  to  commune.    In 
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some  denominations  they  "fence  the  table,"  as  it  is 
called,  prohibiting  this  class  and  that  class  of  persons 
from  approaching  it.  Thus,  that  which  was  meant  to  be 
the  most  inclusive  and 'universal  of  all  meetings,  is 
made  the  most  exclusive  and  narrow.  So  the  Church 
has  assumed  the  attitude  of  the  Pharisee  in  the  Para- 
ble, and  stands  by  itself y  saying  "Lord!  I  thank  thee 
that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are."  It  does  exactly  the 
same  thing  for  which  Paul  rebuked  the  Corinthians, 
namely,  it  separates  itself  from  its  brethren.  This  was 
the  sin  of  the  Corinthians.  They  broke  up  into  little 
cliques  and  parties,  and  took  the  Lord's  Supper  not 
together,  but  apart.  They  did  not  separate  from  each 
other  from  bigotry,  but  from  selfishness.  But  the  sin 
was  in  the  separation  and  exclusiveness.  They  there- 
fore ate  and  drank  unworthily,  and  were  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  The  same  spirit  which 
crucified  Jesus,  the  exclusive  spirit  of  the  Priests 
and  Scribes,  was  dominant  in  their  souls.  So  they 
were  guilty  of  his  body  and  blood,  instead  of  being 
partakers  of  it.  They  ate  and  drank  damnation  (judg- 
ment) to  themselves,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body. 
The  Lord's  body,  which  they  did  not  discern,  was  his 
Church,  composed  of  all  who  love  him,  and  desire  to 
do  God's  will.  (Luke  vU:  47;  Matt,  xii:  60;  Rom. 
xii:  27;  Eph.  i:  23;  iv:  12.)  So  now,  all  who  come 
to  the  Lord's  table  in  an  exclusive  spirit,  who  wish  to 
shut  out  any  one  who  needs  Christ,  do  not  partake  of 
his  body,  but  are  guilty  of  it.  They  eat  and  drink 
judgment  to  themselves,  while  they  fancy  they  are 
judging  others.

Feast  of  All  Saints  and  All  Souls. 
The  First  Sunday  in  December.    Lord's  Supper. 

Feast  of  All  the  Martyrs.    Especially  of  those  who 
fell  in  the  war  for  Freedom  and  Union. 
The  First  Sunday  in  January.    Lord's  Supper. 

Christmas  and  Epiphany,  or  Feast  of  Christianity 
as  the  Universal  Religion. 
The  First  Sunday  in  February.    Lord's  Supper. 

Feast  of  all  the  Prophets. 
Easter  Sunday.    (March  26  to  April  26.)    Lord's  Supper. 

Feast  of  Immortal  Life. 
Whitsunday.    (May  13  to  June  13.)    Lord's  Supper. 

Feast  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  (On  this  day  children  may 
be  baptized,  and  a  Confirmation  Service  for  young 
persons  may  be  held.) 
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
